‘Washington, April 7.—Administration 
leaders in conference today decided to 
unlock at once the vast financial re- 
sources of the United States to the 
allies. 

To relieve the economic needs of the 

te governments a hugé loan, of 
dimension yet undetermined, but not 
less than $2,000,000,000, will be forth- 
coming from this country as speedily 
as congress can pass the necessary leg- 
islation. 

Not a penny of profit, it was authori- 
tatively stated, will be expected or re- 
celved by this country on the loan.

ALLIED BONDS 
WILL BE TAKEN. 


Thus, should the first loan to the 
allies be §3,000,000,000—a sum _ indi- 
cated by one official participating in 
the formation of the program—the 
United States would make this sum 
available out of proceeds of its own 
bond issue, taking bonds to the face 
value of $3,000,000,000 from the allied 
governments to which the loan is made, 
The allied bonds would be held in the 
treasury here. Interest on them would 
be paid to the American government 
at the same rate as the government 
would pay on the American bonds sold 
in this er“ 

Not all of e first big bond issue, 
it was intimated, would be loaned to 
the allies, sufficient reservation being 
+ made to cover the naval and military 
needs of this country not met by taxa- 
tion. A considerable proportion of 
the $3,500,000,000 already asked of con- 
gress for the military and naval es- 
tablishments during the. first year will 
be raised by increased taxation, pos- 
sibly as much as $1,4500,000,000. 

The bond issue will be the first 
financial legislation of the war to en- 
gage the attention of congress, under 
the present program, and until after 
its passage, congress will not be asked 
to take up the question of war revenue 
taxation. The taxation legislation, it 
is indicated, would probably require 
more time for passage than would au- 
thorization for a bond issue, and would 
have to be based on data at present 
in process of tabulation. 


U. S. DOLLARS 
READY TO FIGHT. 


The immediate need of the govern- 
ments making common cause with the 
United States in the war on Germany, 
it was pointed out, is money. This 
the American people are abundantly 
able to supply. Thus while this coun-

M’ADOO AND AGENTS 
TO HANDLE BIG LOAN. 


Subscriptions to the big issue will he 
taken by Secretary McAdoo and by 
agents whom he will designate. In this 
connection it is thought likely that the 
machinery of the federal reserve system 
will be utilised. State and private 
banks probably will be so utilised 
wherever they proffer their services, on 
the understanding that no commission 
will be charged and that no profit will 
be made upon any transaction in con- 
nection with the issue. 

But it is not the banks of the federal 
reserve system that the administration 
is looking to in fimancing the loan. 
Their funds are to be preserved, intact, 
so far as possible, to meet the etrain 
on the country’s industrial and ¢om- 
mercial life.

The industrial investor will be called 
upon rather to come forward as @ pa 
triotic duty and subscribe as heavily 
as his resources will permit.

At an executive session of the house 
military committee Secretary of War 
Baker appealed for quick passage of 
the war department bill providing for 
the training of an army of a million 
men raised by selective conscription, 
within the hext year. 

Members of the committee ques- 
tioned the secretary closely regarding 
the dill, but the only outward show of 
Opposition to the administration plan 
was an anhouncement tonight by Rep- 
resentative Anthony, of Kansas, a re- 
publican committeeman, that he would 
not support compulsory service. 

Detailed consideration of the meas- 
ure will be taken up Monday, when 
Mr. Baker, supported by Major Gen- 
eral Scott, chief of staff; Judge Adju- 
tant General Crowder and other high 
officers of the department will outline 
the plan for raising the army of a mil- 
lion in @ year, to be followed up at an 
accelerated rate by the training of as 
many men as may be needed. The sec- 
retary solemnly assured the committee 
today that it was the judgment of the 
entire military arm of the government, 
of himself and of President Wilson 
that to accomplish this purpose con- 
scription must be applied from the 
very outset.

The president has issued a proc- 
lamation relative to alien enemies 
which has been fully 
the papers and which is according 
to law, and makes all the regula- 
tions and requirements that are 
now regarded as necessary for the 
public safety.

The proclamation prescribes, as 
the president is authorized by law

numerous small raids. A tctal of more 
than eight tons of bombs was dropped. 

“All the time intense fighting be- 
tween large formations took place. Our 
casualties are twenty-eight machines 
missing, a large number of which are 
known to have been shot down in 
combat over the enemy’s country. 

‘It is known ¢hat the enemy suf- 
fered very heavy casualties. In one 
case an observer was seen to fall out 
of his machine, which went down, out 
of control, in a spin. In another case 
the fighting was so close that an ene- 
iy pilot was seen to fall from his ma- 
hine, which was out of control and 
iving by the nose.

ARTILLERY DUELS 
ON FRENCH FRONT. 


Paris, April 7.—Violent ecannonading 
went on during*last night on the 
French front south of St. Quentin in 
the region of Dallon and Gruigies, the 
war office announced today. The ar- 
tillery was. very active also northeast 
of Berry-au-Bac. 

German reconnoitering forces caught 
under the fire of the French guns were 
dispersed. South of Ville-au-Bois, a 
German attack was repulsed. 

Grenade fighting in the region east 
of Sapigneul resulted advantageously 
to the French. In the region west of 
the Meuse German trenches were suc- 
cessfully raided by French troops. 

The official statement issued by the 
war office tonight reads: 

“Quite spirited artillery actions oc- 
curred today at various points along 
the front, especially between the 
Somme and the Oise, south of the Ail- 
ette river, and 
northwest of Rheims. 

“In the Argonne a surprise attack 
by the enemy against our trenches in 
the valley of the Aire was repulsed 
after hard fighting. 

“According to late reports, the Ger- 
man’s fired today and last night 7,500 
shells into Rheims, fifteen civilians be- 
ing killed and wounded. 

“Belgian Communication: ‘In the re- 
gion of Het Sas the Belgian batteries 
successfully shelled the enemy works. 
There was artillery activity on the 
whole of the Belgian front.’ 

“Bastern Theater, April 6: No event 
of importance occurred on the front of 
the allied armies. Contrary to the as- 
sertions contained in the last Bulga- 
rian communication, we have lost no 
trench on Trsvena Stena, west of Mon- 
astir, and an enemy attack that had 
been under preparation on this side 
was not even able to debouch before 
our barrage fire.

GERMANS DROP 
MANY AIRSHIPS. 


Berlin, April 7.—(Via London.)—The 
entente allies yesterday lost forty-four 
airplanes on the western front, says 
the official statement issued today by 
the German army headquarters staff. 
Thirty-three of the British or French 
machines were destroyed in aerial en- 
gagements. Five German airplanes, 
the statement adds, did not return. 

The artillery duel was continued with 
undiminished intensity along the front 
from Lens to Arras, the statement re- 
ports. St. Quentin has been shelled by 
the French. ’ 

The French attempted to recapture 
the trenches they had lost at Sapigneul, 
but were repulsed. The German guns 
effectively shelled ammunition -dumps 
and fietitien tions at Rheinrs. 

A cencerted attack against German 
observation balloons between Soissons 
and Rheims was checked by German air 
forces and only two of the balloons 
were lost. Of the operations on the 
eastern front the report states that 
Russian raiders near Baranovichi and 
Stanislau were driven back.

The qperation of the Adamson law 
will increase the expenses of the South- 
ern railway alone $1,000,000 in 1917, 
figured on the same labor employed 
during 1916, according to the testi- 
mony of Randall Clifton, freight traf- 
fic manager of the Southern railway, 
before the state railroaé commission in 
the rate case Saturday. 

Mr. Clifton had just begun to sub- 
mit testimony upon the increased ex- 
penses of operation of the railroads, 
due to the Adamson law, the increased 
cost of coal and other railroad supplies, 
Candler, of the 
commission, suggested that the testi- 
mony of Mr. Clifton as to these items 
of increase could have but little weight 
with the commission, since there was 
no way of getting at the accuracy of 
the sources of Mr. Clifton’s information, 
the representatives of the auditing de- 
artments of the several railroads who 

ad prepared -Mr. Clifton’s information 
not being present at the hearing. 


Postponed Until May &. 


For this reason further testimony 
upon this feature of the case was post- 
poned until May 8, at which time the 
carriers have the option of submitting 
such testimony or not, just as they 
eee fit. 

Merrel P. Callaway, general counsel 
for the carriers, stated that the original 
case had not been based upon these 
now prospective increases in cost of 
operation, and that it is therefore a 
question as to whether the carriers will 
submit this testimony on May -8, since 
they feel, he said, that their proposed 
rates should be put into effect regard- 
less of these new canditions. 

With the exception of the possible 
placing of this testimony at the Sisbosal 
of the commission, the most far-reach- 
ing and elaborate rate revision case 
ever brought before the Georgia com- 
mission came to a close Saturday after- 
noon at 1 o'clock. 

It has been a year since the carriers 
submitted their petition for a general 
revision of Georgia intrastate rates to 
make them conform with interstate 
rates, and months have been spent by 
the commission in recefving testimony 
from the carriers advocating the change 
in the rates and the shippers opposing 
the changes.

Secretary of Agriculture 
Again Appeals to the 
Country to See That Food 
Supply Is Maintained. 


FOOD CROPS ARE SHORT 
THROUGHOUT THE WORLD 
And Increased Effort Is 
Necessary in the United 

States — Requirements of 
the Entente Must Be Met 
by This Country. 


Washington, April 7.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Houston tonight again 
appealed to the country to make every 
effort to raise adequate food crops 
this year not only for the United 
States’ needs, but to meet the require- 
ments of the entente. 

“The importance to the nation of a 
generous food supply for the coming 
year cannot be over-emphasized in 
view of the economic problems which 
may arise as a result of the entrance 
of the United States into the war,” 
said the secretary. “Every effort 
should be made to produce more crops 
than are needed for our own require- 
ments. Many millions of people across 
the seas, as well as our own people, 
must rely in large part upon the prod- 
ucts of our fields and ranges. This 
situation will continue to exist even 
though hostilities should end unex- 
pectedly soon, since European produc- 
tion cannot be restored immediately to 
ite normal basis. 

Mere Food Crops Urged. 

“It is obvious that the greatest and 
most important service that is re- 
quired of our agriculturé under exist- 
ing conditions is an enlarged produc- 
tion of the staple food crops. Because 
of the shortage on such crops practi- 
cally throughout the world there is no 
risk in the near future of excessive 
production, such as sometimes has re- 
suted in unremunerative prices to pro- 
ducers. This is particularly true of 
the cereals and of peas, beans, cow- 
peas, soy beans and buckwheat. In 
view of the world scarcity of food 
there ia hardly a possibility that the 
production of these crops by the farm-

Oats and Bariey as Substitutes. 


“If land intended for spring wheat 
cannot be put into good condition early 
enough for seeding, oats or barley can 
be substituted to good advantage in 
the sections where these crops are 
known to do well. The ease with 
which barley may be substituted di- 
rectly for wheat in human food and its 
usefulness to replace wheat milling by- 
products as food in the production of

AMBITIOUS PLANS 
FOR STATE CHAMBER 


New President of the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce 
Outlines Work for Organi- 
zation During His Regime. 


INAUGURATED SATURDAY 
NIGHT AT BIG BANQUET 


Prominent Business Men 

From Every Section of the 
State Attend Meeting, at 
Which Hastings Succeeds 
Haden as President. 


At a banquet in the assembly room 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
last night H. G. Hastings, of Decatur, 
Ga., who is a prominent Atlanta seeds- 


-_— 


man, president of the Southeastern 
Fair association, and conspicuous gen- 
erally in the business and commercial 
organization affairs of the south, was 
formally installéd president of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce, as suc- 
cessor of Charles J. Haden, who has 
been actively at the head of that or- 
ganization since its founding, in 1913. 

Mr. Hastings was elected president 
at a meeting of the’ executive commit- 
tee of the chamber, held in the cham- 
ber’s offices at 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning. ' 

Colonel Sam Tate, of Tate, Ga., was 
elected first vice president, to fill the 
vacancy created by the elevation of 
Mr. Hastings to the presidency. B. A. 
Tyler, of Dalton, was elected second 
vice president, to succeed Colonel Tate, 
elevated from the place of second vice 
president to first vice president. C. 
B. Lewis, of Macon, president of the 
Georgia Bankers’ association, 58. B. 
Brown, of Albany, and L. G. Cooper, of 
LaGrange, were elected members of 
the executive committee to fill the 
three vacancies on this board. 

Fifty Men at Banquet. 

The banquet was attended by ap- 
proximately 50 Atlanta and Georgia 
business men, interested in the affairs 
of the organization. 

The chief speakers were the retiring 
and the incoming presidents of the 
chamber, Mr. Haden, of course, speak- 
ing first. 

E. B. Clark, LaGrange; Judge Moses 
Wright, Rome; Ivan E. Allen, presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce; Dr. K. G. Matheson, president 
of Tech; A. B. Mobley, secretary of the 
Monroe Chamber of Commerce, and 
other prominent Georgians also spoke. 

The keynote of practically every ad- 
dress was that the chief need of Geor- 
gia, in order for the state to be prop- 
erly ee along all industrial 
lines, is pwuDlicity and exploitation be- 
fore the outside world, and ev 
speaker pledged the co-operation and 
support, not only of himself, but of the 


locality he represented to this end, 
sarong the medium of the state cham- 
er. 

Each speaker, except the incoming 
and outgoing presidents, who exchang- 
ed compliments, was warm in his praise 
of the work of President Haden and 
Secretary-Manager E. Y. Clarke, in 
charge of the chamber’s work to date, 
and freely expressed confidence in 
President Hastings and gratification 
at his unanimous election. 

In his address the outgoing president 
reviewed briefly the achievements of 
the organization to date, and was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause in ap- 
probation of good deeds done under 
his extended administration. 

He recited the fact that, after three 
attempts to maintain a state chamber 
of commerce in Georgia had failed— 
each organization “flunking out” be- 
fore the end of its first year—the pres- 
ent chamber was started, primarily to 
warn the people of the state against 
the forthcoming ravages of the boll 
weevil, two years ahead of the weevil’s 
advent in this state. 


Work of Organization. 


The first work it did was to placard 


36 of the counties of southwestern 


Georgia with large signs sounding the | 


warning of the menace, and urging 
upon the farmers to prepare 


and raising hogs, cattle and 
forms of food-producing live 


first sounded by the infant chamber. 
Since that time it has worked as- 


siduously, Mr. Haden pointed out, along : 


the original lines, never slackening its 
pressure in urging diversification and 
live stock culture, and under its aus- 
pices several live stock conventions 
have been held in Georgia, the most 
noteworthy of which was that at Quit- 
man in 1915. 

Then, too, the chamber has had 10,000 
feet of motion picture filin made, de- 
picting the various industrial and agri- 
cultural .activities of Georgia, thus

state’s citizenry of the resources of 
Georgia by exhibiting these films in 
more than 100 theaters of the state. 
This line of work was furthered, too, 
by the Georgia exhibit cars, which the 
chamber stocked with home products, 
and which cars were exhibited genera}l- 
ly throughout the state. These, by the 
way, will be started on a tour of the 
western and middle western states as 
early as the 1917 crops have advanced 
sufficiently to permit of the creditably 
restocking of the cars. 

Mr. Haden pointed out that the cham- 
ber has been working hard from the 
beginning for better roads for Georgia, 
and sought to attain this primarily 
through the agency of a state highway 
commission. From its inception, there- 
fore, it has bent every effort toward 
creating sentiment favorable to the 
creation of such an arm of the state 
government, and in the legislative ses- 
sion of 1916 it saw this hope realized. 

Too, it has organized, sponsored and 
held the Georgia Harvest festival, in 
1915, and the Southeastern Land show, 
last February. 

And, as Mr. Hastings pointed out in 
his address, all of this work has been 
done at an average expenditure by the 
chamber of approximately §7,000 an- 
nually. 


Outlines Work. 


Mr. Hastings will make his various 
committee selections early in the week, 
when all the work of so-called “reor- 
ganization” of the chamber under the 
new leadership will have been accom- 
plished. What his administrative policy 
will be is indicated by the following 
pertinent extracts from his own inau- 
gural address delivered at the banquet: 

“The presidency of the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce, which I am about to assume, 
has come to me as an unsought honor and 
responsibility. \ 

‘In the midst of a busy business life 
coupled with many other civic activities, my 
personal pyro would be to lay down 
some of the many activities, rather than as- 
sume a new civic obligation. It was only 
when it, became apparent that my prede- 
cessor was absolutely determined to _lay 
down the work of the office he has held so 
ably since the foundation of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce that I consented. 

“Before going further I want to take this 
opportunity to pay to my good friend and 
predecessor, Mr. Charles J. Haden, a de- 
served tribute. He has, through the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce, served Georgia 
and her people unselfishly, untiringly and 
well. How well, few of our people will even 
know or appreciate, 

“Not even those of us who have been 
associated most closely with him in this 
work dating from its very inception will 
ever know or realize the sacrifices of both 
time and money he has made in building 
and furthering the work of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce. The people.of Geor- 
gia owe Mr. Haden a debt of gratitude for 
the work he has done. Had it not been for 
his unfailing zeal and enthusiasm at al) 
times, I am very sure that there would be 
no Georgia Chamber of Commerce in ex- 
istence for me to succeed to the preai- 
dency of. 

“The Georgia Chamber of Commerce un- 
der Mr. Haden's direction has been a great 
constructive force in the economic and civic 
affairs of Georgia, far more so than is ap- 

arent to the casual observer, and for this 
ull credit is due to Mr. Haden. 

“Whatever may be our good friend's fu- 
ture; whatever new honors may come to 
him, one thing is certain: The work of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce for the past 
four years will ever be a monument in his 
honor, for in this way has he served well 
the people with whom his lot has been cast. 

“While I may be treading on ground I! 
should not tread, I want to make one thing 
above all others absolutely clear at the be- 
ginning of my administration. 


No Personal Ambition te Serva. 


“It is telling no secret to say that many 
organizations of a civic or public nature 
formed in Georgia th past years have gone 
on the rocks and have been wrecked or else 
drifted along, barely existing, because the 
leaders of them used their positions for 
either furthering their own political ambi- 
tions or for personal ends. 

“While reserving to myself full freedom 
of political action as an individual citizen, 
I want to make it perfectly plain to all that 
I have no personal political ambition to 
serve or promote; that there is no political 
office, either élective or appointive, in the 
state of Georgia from the governorship 
down, that is eny temptation to me. I can 
conceive of no combination of circum- 
stances that would ever lead me to be a 


-" 


candidate for any political office. 

“In a personal sense I have no favors to 
ask. As you all know I am and have been 
for twenty-eight years engaged in active 
business, invite no patronage for my 
business because I am elevated to this 
position. If my business service does not 
invite patronage through its own’ merit, it 
is not entitled to patronage for other rea- 
sons. I have stated these things frankly 
and openly because I want to give no man 
opportunity to say that it is my purpose 
of intent to use the office of president of 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce for po- 
litical or personal ends. 

“The state of Georgia is the largest state 
in area east of the Mississippi river, a state 
of almost unlimited natural resources and 
opportunity and yet one of the least de- 
veloped, not only of the states east of the 
Mississippi, but of the entire United States. 
I do not think I exaggerate in the least 
when I say that no state in the union has 
greater potential wealth and no state is 
making proportionately less use of its po- 
tential wealth. 


Urges Co-operation. 

“How well and how thoroughly the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce can do its work 
depends on what co-operation it gets, not 
only from the ones assembled here, but 
from those all 
heartfelt interest 
mensurate with our natural resources and 
opportunities. We have been 
very backward, in taking advantage of and 
making full use of these opportunities and 
they must be used if we are to keep pace 
with out sister states. 

“We need and must have all over Georgia 
better schools, better roads, churches, bet- 
ter living conditions in general, more of 
all the things that go to make IHife more 
{worth while. Very naturally all these 
things cost money and that money can 
only come through increased earning power 
on our farms and the development of more, 
larger and varied industries than we now 
have. We need more people to further de- 
velop our farms and industries, not only 
the natural increase through birth, but 
through immigration of desirable people 
from all parts of this country. 

“Former Secretary of Agriculture James 
Wilson was a far-sighted student of agri- 
cultural conditions, and a short time before 
he retired from office he made a statement 
to the effect that the time was not far dis- 
tant when the people of the United States 
must*look to the southeast for their supplies 
of beef, rk and mutton. James Wilson 
was absolutely correct. Nowhere else in 
these United States can be found such a 
combination of land, elimate, abundant rain- 
fall, practically all-year-round grazing, and 
@® multiplicity of cheaply grown fattening 
and finishing crops. 

“This is no dream, this development of 
our live stock industry. It has a substantial 
start in Georgia now. The secretary of one 
of the largest breeders’ associations told me 
in Chicago last December that Georgia had, 
during the year 1916, bought more pure-bred 
beef animals for breeding purposes than any 
other state. 

‘That’s a good record, one to be proud of. 
It's the direct result of the propaganda of 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce and other 
agencies that have been at work along this 
line for years and strengthened and visual- 
ized by the exhibits of pure-bred live stock, 
not only at the larger fairs of Atlanta, Ma- 
con and Valdosta, but by the local and 
county fairs that are doing such splendid 
work in all parts of Georgia. 

New Problems for Georgia. 


“Georgia as a whole during the next few 
years will be confronted by new and ,serious 
problems, due to complete boll weevil in- 
festation and the necessary readju ent 
not only for the farmer, but for men 
gaged in every line of business of our state. 

“There is one and only one solution to 
this development of Georgia problems, and 
that is to advertise what we have to offer. 
Until this is done we cannot expect real 
results—not spasmodic ‘single-shot’ adver- 
tising, but steady, consistent, persistent, yet 
absolutely truthful advertising. 

“Georgia has had a few million dollars 
worth of undesirable advertising within the 
past few years to the outside world. This 
undesirable advertising must be overcome by 
placing desirable facts about Georgia before 
the world. 

“I do not believe that I am exaggerating 
in the least when I say that if the real facts 
were known to people of the middie west as 
to what can be done with Georgia lands 
under intelligent treatment, that they would 
flock to Georgia by the tens of thousands. 
As a plain matter of fact, our own people 
have absolutely no realization of the truth 
themselves and need to be told. Even when 
shown by actual demonstration they are 
often Inclined to be skeptical. 

“We need to awaken our own people. We 
need to bring to us those tens of thousands 
from the middle west who feel crowded, 
who are restive under bad climatic condi-

“Such an organization, the Georgia Cham- 
ber of Commerce intended to be. Such an 
organization it ¢an and wt be if the 
whole state of Georgia will give it the 
needed support and co-operation. 

“Since its organization four years ago the 
average income of the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce has been approximately $7,000 
per year. Instead of a state-wide support, 
its financial support ‘has come practically 
from four of our cities, one of them fur- 
nishing nearly 60 per cent of the total. 

. far as it within my power the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce will play no fa- 
vorites in the way of cities, counties or sec- 
tions of Georgia: With state-wide mem- 
bership and support it will do a state-wide 
work. It will be an organization to render 
service to every part of -the state, to every 
community and to every legitimate line of 
industry and endeavor that will work with 
the Georgia Chamber of Oommerce. 

‘As president of the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce, 1 want to know no north Geor- 
gia, no south Georgia or middle Georgia 
except in the way of broad geographical 
designation. All of them need more good 
people, more and larger industries, need 
development along varied lines. 

“If there is any state in the union that 
is well advertised and well known it is 
California. Many people may say that it 
would be a waste of money to advertise 
California, that everybody knows about Cali- 
fornia, etc., so what's the use. A few days 
ago I was informed that a fund of $2,600,- 
000 was being quietly raised in California 
to advertise the resources and desirability 
of California, ,a state that has already spent 
millions on advertising and has gotten re- 
suits. Yet California’s potential wealth to 
be developed and used far from being 
equal to that of Georgia. 

“The Georgia Chamber of Commerce can 
wisely, economically and profitably to the 
people of Georgia, spend $100,000 per year 
or more. Such a sum annua would enable 
the organization to employ @ 
experts in their line, to furnis 
to our own people, to the intending investor 
or settler, as well as to advertise Georgia 
so that in the course of time no ny 
or child in this broad land can 
ignorance of the fact that Georgia 
map as a desirable state to live i 
business in. 

“We would make them know th 
Georgia can be produced profitably prac- 
tically age 7 ag gp of the United States; 
that with it wide range of solls, latitude 
and elevation every new settler can be placed 
according to his special needs or desires. 

“I pledge to you-and to all the peopie of 
Georgia my best efforts for Georgia's progress

Following the announcement that 
Billy Sunday will, in all probability, 

nduct an Atlanta campaign either 
uring the next fall or the following 
Spring, much interest in the great 
evangelist has been aroused, not only 
in Atlanta, but throughout this and ad- 
joining states. As the time draws near- 
er, it is reasonable to suspect that the 
interest will increase rapidly, and that 
by the time the campaign opens At- 
lanta will be crowded with a larger 
gathering of visitors from the various 
southern states than ever before in 
her history. 

Many visitors came to the city when 
the superior English divine, Dr. C. 
Campbell Morgan, preached in one of 
our churehes for a while, and on one 
occasion, when he spoke in the Audi- 
torium, with its capacity of 8,000, hosts 
of people were turned away. At the 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church In Atlanta on May 14-24, 1913, 
ten thousand delegates were in session. 
The great Shrine convention on May 
9-14, 1914, drew to the city as many 
as 60,000 at a conservative estimate. | 
The American Road congress of Novem- 
ber, 1914, brought to Atlanta 5,000 del- 
egates. A similar number was enter- 
tained In the city during the general 
convention of the Disciples of Christ in 
October, 1914. The Southern Medical 
convention of November 13-16, 1916, 
brought to Atlanta 1,800 visitors, and 
the National Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance union convention of November, 
1914, brought 1,000 delegates.

ATLANTA TO ERECT 
SPECIAL TABERNACLE 


It is well understood that Atlanta, 
in preparing for the coming of r. 
Sunday, will be required to erect a 
special tabernacle. he proportions of 
this tabernacle have not yet been de- 
termined, but it is probable that At- 
lanta will erect one similar to the one 
erected in New York and not far dif- 
ferent from those erected in other 
cities in the past.

Scouts 15 years of age 
and over will co-operate with the au- 
thorities in such service as trained 
boys could properly render in case of 
emergency arising requiring the serv- 
ice beyond the capacity of the regular 
authorities. IWnder no circumstances 
will scouts bear arms.

Among the operas which are to be 
heard in Atlanta from the Metropoli- 
tan Opera company for the week of 
April 23-28, this year, “Boris Godun- 
off,” Moussorsky’s opera of Russia, 
is proving very popular among the 
buyers of single perfrmance tickets at 
the sale which is now in progress at 
the Cable Piano company, at North 
Broad and Peachtree streets. 

It may be that the interest in the 
opera is enhanced somewhat by the 
recent events which have transpired 
in Russia. But whether thie is the 
case or not, the opera itself, which has 
not before been presented in Atlanta, 
is entirely worthy of the attention thas 
is being given it by Atlanta opera pa- 
trons. 

Modest Moussorsky wrote his op- 
era, “Boris Godunoft,” more than forty 
years ago. It has been given for many 
years in Russia, in other Europeans 
countries and in South America with 
varying degrees of success, but its pro- 
duction by Mr. Gatti-Casazza under 
the baton of Mr. Toscanini, at the 
Metropolitan in 1913, was so superior 
to the earlier performances that its 
instantaneous success was in the na- 
ture of that accorded a new opera. It 
was an immense surprise and gave in- 
tense pleasure to all who love good 
music combined with a strong dra- 
matic story, though even the unlimit- 
ed praise the premiere received did not 
forebode the measure of its triumph. 
It was not foreseen nor suspected that 
the Russian era would rank in inter- 
est above all other novelties sung 
since the initial performance of the 
Wagner music dramas, but such has 
proved to be the case. Moreover, Boris 
stands alone, for Wagner ideas ap- 
peared in many operas, neither Mous- 
sorsky or any one else has ever done 
anything like “Boris Godunoff.” The 
barbaric strength and rugged beauty 
of the score,.as well as the wealth of 
melody that flowed from the compos- 
er’s pen, astonishes the listener who 
hears it for the first time, and fasci- 
nate more than ever the one that hears 
it for the twentieth time. For ® has 
been given more than twenty times at 
the Metropolitan, besides the repre- 
sentations in Brooklyn and Philadel- 
phia, and continues to grow in favor. 

Unique Construction. 


“YA construction is as unique as the 
musics There is no part for a prima 
donn the principal role for a female 
voice is written for a contralto who 
appears in only one out of the eight 
scenes. The title role—and the prin- 
cipal one—is sung by a basso. Two 
other bassos have prominent parts, 
while the tenor role is of far less 
importance than is usual in opera. 
The only soprano role is taken by the 
daughter of the czar, who is on the. 
stage for a short time for one scene. 
Having thus defied all traditions in 
operatic construction, what was the 
sto that Moussorsky chose, and how 
Sid he conceive and execute this mas- 
terpiec®? 

Moussorsky was a man of the people 
—bhorn in the country and spending his 
childhood there, interested in the life 
of the peasants, in their folklore their 
music and their personal charecteris- 
tics, especially did their sufferings ap- 
peal to him. He chose, for nis great 
opera, a story of Russia in the six- 
teenth century. Boris Godunoft was a 
ursurper. His predecessor a feebdle- 
minded czar, has appointed him admin- 
istrator of affairs of state, and Boris’ 
appetite was so wetted for more pow 
that he caused the death of Dmitri—th 
lexitimate heir ef the throne—the only 
obstacle to his ambition. ' The feeble- 
minded czar dies and the opera opens 
with a chorus of the people imploring 
that Boris shall be crowned in his 
place. Perhaps their entreaties were 
made because Boris has shown more 
leniency than some other rulers had 
towards them — perhaps only because 
they were accustomed to him and fear- 
ed something worse; but their appeals 
were not in vain, and the usurper, in 
one of the most gorgeous scenes ever 
put on the operatic stage, passes from 
one cathedral to another in Moscow, 
amidst the clanging of bells and the 
singing of the “Gloria” with tremen- 
dous enthusiasm by tne 
crowds, to his coronation.

An interior of the Kremlin shows @ 
domestic scene between Boris’ children 
and their nurse, and later with their 
father. The music here is tender, show- 
ing Boris at his best; he is a loving 
parent, not a schemer. But Schouisky 
enters, telling Boris that the plots are 
thickening against him. The children 
have vanished from the room. Schoui- 
sky’s warning is disregarded and he 
is banished also. Boris grows more 
and more gloomy; he thinks he sees 
the ghost of the murdered boy, and 
while he is probably agitated more by 
the fear of being found out than by re- 
morse, he shrieks aloud in his anguish, 
and in a scene of tremendous power 
almost goes insane in his despair. This 
is the climax of the story and one of 
the strongest and most effective scenes 
ever enacted on the operatic stage, 

Strength of Music. 

The strength of both music and ac- 
tion here is followed oe the bewilder- 
ing beauty of a moonlight garden scene, 
where Dmitri and his lady love, Ma- 
rina, have a meeting. It is the only 
love scene in the opera. To most bril- 
liant music a crowd of dancers sing 
and finally wearers. leaving the lov- 
ers to express their passion in music 
of extraordinary fervor. 

n the scene changes and the 
Russian people are gathered in the 
snow in one of their most unhappy 
moods. A nobleman has fallen into 
their hands and they beat him unmer- 
cifully. They know neither justice nor 
pity—only revenge—and they vent their 
ferocity even as cruelly as has been 
vented on them. In theincreasing storm 
Dmitri enters on horseback, passes on 
through the forest, the crowd following 
him and melting away; only the eimple- 
ton remains prostrate on the ground, 
moaning out woe with Russia! The 
bleakness of the landscape and the des- 
Olation of the people chill one to the 
bone, It is realism of the strongest 
kind, and one knows instinctively that 
Moussorsky could never have written 
such music or depicted such scenes un- 
less he had liv the life of the Rus- 
sian people and had sympathized with 
their miseries, 

The opera ends with the death of 
Boris. Fear and remorse have at last 
killed him. The last words of the dying 
man are: “Behold your czar,” as he 
pushed his frantic son toward the as- 
semblage in the senate chamber. Again 
the crowd sings, but it is a dirge and 
not a “gloria,” again the bells clang, 
toe A is for a death and not for a coro- 
nation.

VOLUNTEER. 

Following the recent declarations 
of loyalty to the United States made 
by leading Atlanta negroes in which 
they branded the reports to the con- 
trary as false, one hundred and 
twenty-five negro chauffeurs of At- 
lanta are waiting to enlist in the 
United States army as chauffeurs. 
This group of licensed autoists on 
Saturday had representatives con- 
fer with Captain G. V. Heidt, in 
charge of the army recruiting sta- 
tion here, in regard to the matter. 
They were told that, although they 
could not be enlisted yet, because 
the call for negroes had not been 
made, they would be enlisted as soon

The negro may be depended upon to 
remain loyal to the American flag, 
despite efforts that may be made by 
German agents or others to divert their 
loyalty, according to statements of

Without a single exception these 
leaders of their race not only state 
that their pcople will remain loyal to 
their country, but will “do their bit” 
for the country by enlisting in the 
army or offering themselves to be 
used as the authorities think best. 

The local branch of the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People in America, at its regu- 
lar monthly meeting Thursday . night 
passed resolutions pledging the aid 
and support of the negro race to Pres- 
ident Wilson and the government and 
denouncing reports that the negro race 
was in sympathy with the German 


resolutions as passed pledges 
“the vouth of the race for enlistment 
in both army and navy, and asks that 
the doors of enlistment in these de- 
partments of our government be open- 
ed without regard to race, color or 
restriction, to every male citizen eligi- 
ble to do the country service in time 
of war.”

Proctor Would Organize Negroes. 


Rev. H. H. Proctor, one of the lead- 
ing negro ministers of Atlanta, asks 
that the young negro men be organized 
into companies and that the young 
negro women be given a part in the 
Red Cross work, which, he says 
“would tend to direct the energy oO 
the youth in the right direction.” 

“While it is true that there are complaints 
among negroes on account of injustice,” said 
Rev. Proctor, “still German agents will seek 
in vain to turn them against the United 
States government. They remained true 
to the Stars and Stripes in the dark days 
of the war and they will not be found want- 
ing now. It wasunderthis flag that they 
received their freedom and they are not @ 
people that forget the bridge over which 
they have crossed. It is under this flag 
that black men have come to the point of 
highest progress occupied by as large 
a body of blacks anywhere in the world, 
and they will not turn their back on the 
friends who have helped them thus far. 

“It is true that we have our local dif- 


' ferences, but in an hour like this we must 


be as one. In the crisis now before the na- 
ition there are but two classes—Americans 
‘and traitors. Negroes are Americans. They 
j}are Americans by birth and breeding, and 
‘in the hour of their country’s trial will 
prove the same fidelity that their fathers 
showed in the dark days of the civil war. 

“The masses of negroes 
wrong, but it is because 
wrong. In this case they will 
|their teachers and preachers In. every. 
‘case these are loyal to the Stars and 
'Stripes. I would advise that in every 
‘church and school the flag be display 
'Let the young men be organized into com- 
/ panies and trained for military service. Lat 
the young women be trained for service as 
Red Cross nurses. This would tend to di- 
rect the energy of the youth in the right 
direction and show to all men where the 
‘black man stands. Encouragement on the 
part of the whites of such a movement 
would do wondersincrystallizing the senti- 
ment at this time among the negroes. 

“At the same time it should be shown 
that the silly claims of German agents are 
ull nonsense. Even if negroes were foolish 
enough to turn traitors, Germans could not 
do anything for them. Germany is beaten, 
and all the world knows it. When the war 
is over it will be better all over the world 
for the common man. The negro has every- 
thing to gain and nothing to lose by stand- 
ing where he has always stood, loyal to the 
hed, White and Blue.’’ 

Rev. James Bond, of the Rush Memo- 
rial Congregational church, not only 
pledges the loyalty of his race, but 
says “this is the only country we can 
claim as our own. It is dear to us by 
the most ‘sacred ties and memories. 
All we have came to us through this 
country and al] that we hope to have 
must come from the same source. The 
negro is loyal to the core and can be 
depended upon in this war as in the 
past.” 

“All he asks ts a chance to fight, and if 
need be die for the flag of his country and 
for all for which it stands. He wants to 
stand shoulder to shoulder with his white 
brother with his face to his country’s 
foe. It is fitting that in this hour of the 
nation’s peril all internal differences cease 
and that black man and white man alike be 
welded into one mighty unit for the coun- 
try’s good. The negroes of this country 
constitute one-tenth of the nation’s strength. 
I hope his loyalty and patriotism will be 
rewarded by generous provision for him to 
play his part and bear his share in the great 
struggle that is before us. 

“Whatever the task imposed upon the 
negro be assured he will do it with « 
hearty good will which will challenge re- 
spect and admiration.”

Phi Beta Kappa, the oldest of Ameri- 
can Greek letter fraternities, was 
founded in 1776 at the William and 
Mary college, Virginia, and has for its 
emblem a square gold watch key, in- 
scribed with the three Greek letters, 
Phi Beta Kappa, signifying “philoso- 
phy the guide of life.”

New York, April 7.—The stirring de- 
velopments of the week, of which the 
Outstanding features were the presi- 
dent's address to congress and that 
body's adoption of a war resolution 
@gainst Germany, engaged the atten- 
tion of the financial community to the 
exclusion of all other considerations. 
Wall street manifested its unqualified 
approval and support, but this did not 
prevent a general though moderate de- 
preciation of prices. 

Leading issues fell from 3 to 7 points 
below their maximums of the previous 
week, some specialties recordi great- 
er losses. Railroad shares also lost 
ground on steady offerings, not all of 
which were attributable to professional 
interests. 

The proposed federal policy of taxa- 
tion was employed as a means to de- 
press war stocks and kindred issues on 
the theory that corporations engaged 
in the manufacture of w@r products 
will have to contribute heavily to the 
Mational revenues. Money hardened 
only elightiy, but firmer tendencies are 
Probable in the near future. 

One of the significant results of this 
government's entrance in the foreign 
conflict wae the general strengthening 
of exchange rates to all the capitals of 
the entente powers, accompanied by a 
rediction of the British bank fTrate. 
Mineurrentiy, the quoting of remit- 
tances tu the Germanic countries came 
to an absolute standstill. 

(Questions of domestic and interna- 
tional financin the latter along the 
lines suggested by the president to 
congress, will soon become the chief 
concern of America’s foremost banking 
interests. As yet, in the absence of 
definite word from the treasury depart- 
ment, financiers have adopted an atti- 
tude of “preparedness.” 

Domestic agricultural advices of the 
week were again unfavorable, a con- 
dition which is bound to assume in- 
creasing tmportance in view of the 
serious deficiency reported in_ the 
world’s food crops. Already it is indi- 
cated that one of the first steps to 
be taken by the Washington authori- 
ties will be the adoption of stringent) 
measures preseene manipulation of 
commodities, especially foodstuffs.

New York, April 7.—The securities 
market was decidedly unsettled today, 
even though Wall street and the finan- 
cial community as a wnole had some 
time ago accepted the country’s pro- 
jection into _. war as all but an ac- 
complished fact. 

Prices of important stocks, notably 
United States Steel, dividend paying 
rails and coppers, broke 3 to 5 points, 
with considerably more for munitions, 
equipments, oils and some of the ac- 
tive utilities. 

Offerings exceeded 400,000 shares in 
the first hour, but tapered off to @ 
marked degree later, with irre ular 
recoveries of one to two =. ils 
were not responsible to appre- 
ciable degree, however, hold ng back 
on the extremly unfavorable condition 
of crops reported by the government.

Decrease of 50,000,000 Bush- 
els Is Forecasted by Re- 
port of the Department of 
Agriculture. 


Washington, April 17-—Efforts of 
American farmers to bring this years 


winter wheat crop to record production 
‘for war time needs apparently have 
‘been defeated by severe weather condi- 
tions, and a crop of only 430,000,000 
bushels is expected. In forecasting that 
total today the department of agricul- 
ture announced that the average com- 
dition of the crop April 1 was the low- 
est ever recorded on that date. 

The production estimate was based 
on the assumption of average abandon- 
ment of acreage and average influences 
on the crop between now and harvest 


time. 

Production of rye this year promises 
to establish a record with 60,000,000 
bushels, as forecast from April 1 con- 
ditions. Farmers in the rye-growing 
states increased their acreage by 740,- 
006 acres last autumn foreseeing a de- 
mand for that cereal and higher prices 
because of the war. 

From present indications the com- 
bined winter wheat and rye harvest 
will be 490,000,000 bushels, compared 
with 529,127,000 bushels for those twe 
crops last year. 

Large Acreage Planted. 

Winter wheat was sown last autumn 
on 40,090,000 acres, which is close to 
the largest acreage on record. The 
crop had a bad start in the important 
growing states and emered winter in 
poor condition. Insufficient snow cov~ 
ering during the winter and dry and 
windy weather killed much of the crop.

Governor Translates “‘Bone Dry’ Bill 
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Dinner Sets — 


“With Purchases of $40 or More 


Gov. Harris Issues Official 


Statement on “Bone Dry” 
Bill— Does Not Believe 
Homes Will Be Searched. 


Governor Harris Saturday gave out 
@& statement interpreting the scope of 
the ew “bone dry” prohibition law as 
being “intended to secure what the 
pledge of our temperance societies as 
far back as 1836 required, viz: ‘Taste 


not, touch not, handle not.’” 

The governor outlines the manner in 
which the law prohibits the trans- 
porting, possessing or manufacture of 
liquor in Georgia. 

Upon the most mooted feature of the 
new law, however, that of whether 
@ search warrant may be used to en- 
ter a private home in search of liquor, 
the governor ventures no opinion. 

“No power of search is given,” says 
the governor, “but the law as to this 
matter in left just as it was before 
the act. The method of obtaining 
Search warrants is not changed.” 

The governor does say, however: 

“I do not believe there will be many 
prosecutions for keeping the article 
in the home, although illegal, unless 
the home is made a ‘blind tiger,’ a 
nuisance, or cover for drunkenness.” 

The governor stresses the protection 
from disorders afforded by the prohi- 
bition law in event of war. 

The governor's full statement is as 
follows: 


Governer’s Statement. ; 

‘An analysis of the prohibition act passed 

on March 3238, : Section one prohibits 

intoxicatin liquore._ by 

rriere, firms or individuals from 

any point without the state to any point 

within the state as well as from place to 

piece inside the state. It simply stops the 

shipment by express or otherwise of liquors 

into Georgia, as allowed by the shipping 
act of 19165. 

This section also prevents the shipping 
into the state or from place to place within 
the state, of all alcoholic compounds, malt or 
ligquers which can be diluted and used as a 
beverage and wil! produce intoxication. This 
provision was aimed at the compounds car- 
trying alcohol which people can dilute with 
water or other liquids and drink and be- 
come intoxicated. Besides this the section 
deciares it unlawful for any corporation, 
firm, person or individual -to receive from a 
common carrier or other individual, or to 
control or possess in this state any of the 
liquors or beverages enumerated in the sec- 
tion, except alcohol and wine under the 
restrictions set out in the subsequent portion 
of the act. This part of the section simply 
makes uniawful the receipt of the liquors 
poeieeites. or the keeping of such liquors 
m possession inside of the state. The law 
e in question I think simply suggests the policy 

of the state to put such liquors under the 
ban so that law-abiding people will not re- 
ceive them from carriers or control and 

them in the state. 

The sections from two to ten, inclusive, 
of the act provide means for receiving and 
keeping pure alcohol within the state. It 
is provided that this article may be used 
only for medicinal, mechanical and scientific

The section 
likewise provides that vehicles and convey- 
ances, together with boats and vessela of 
every kind used in conveying liquors or 
beverages in violation of the law shall be 
seized and under the direction of the solici- 
tor general, solicitor of county or city court, 
may be condemned in the superior courts or 
other courts and sold, the proceeds after 
paying the expenses to go as follows: One- 
third to the officer making the seizure, etc., 
and, after paying the costs of court, the re- 
mainder to be paid into the county treasury 
to become a part of the insolvent costs fund. 

The twenty-first section of the act pro- 
vides for the taxing of $25 additional costs 
where any person is arrested and convicted 
for the offense of distilling or manufactur- 
ing the prohibited liquors, this sum to be 
paid to the officer making the arrest and 
securing the conviction. 

In the twenty-second section it is de- 
clared unlawful for any firm, corporation 
or individual to permit anyone to locate on 
his land a distilling or marufactuging 
plant to be used in the making of the 
liquors and beverages forbidden by the act, 
and prescribes that the burden of proof shal! 
be on the person in actual possession of the 
land to show the want of knowledge of the 
existence of the apparatus on his premises. 

Punishment in Making Liquor. 

The twenty-third section prescribes the 
punishment for distilling or manufacturing 
the liquors or beverages forbidden by the 
act. This section makes it a felony for any 
person, firm or corporation to distill or 
manufacture any of the liquors or beverages 
forbidden by the act. The punishment is 
not less than offe nor longer than five 


years. 
The bill differs in man fculars from 
that whiclt was deonted y the governor 
on the evening fore the assembling of 
the legislature. The legislature struck out 
the provision concerning the commissioner 
of prohibition, and also the provision making 
it the duty of the various state and county 
officers to execute the law. The legislature 
felt that this was already their duty. 

Several eer oon provisions were insert- 
ed, notably the provision in the seventeenth 
section prescribing how the guilt of the 
carrier may be shown, and also the section 
of the act referring to the forfeiture of ap- 
paratus or appliances used in the distilling 
or manufacturing of alcoholic liquors and 
providing for the sale of the same, as well 
as the provision making it a felony to en- 
gage in distilling or manufacturing of these 
liquors or beverages. These provisions de- 
claring the apparatus or appliances for dis- 
tilling or manufacturing liquors to be con- 
traband are taken largely from the federal 
statutes, but the rule of evidence laid down 
in the act is not quite as severe as that 
prescribed inthe federal law.

TRIBUTE TO ROCKWELL 
BY FRENCH AVIATOR 


Paris, April 7,—The Lafayette flying 
corps, composed of American aviators 
and commanded by two French offi- 
cers, Captain George Thenault and Lieu- 
tenant de Laage de Meux, has shot down 
thirty airplanes, according to-a semi-of- 
ficial communication to the Associated 
Press today. Sergeant Rdoul Lufbery 
has accounted for six; Sublieutenant 
Bert Hall for three and a number of 
others for one each. The late Sergeant 
Norman Prince shot down two and the 
late Sergeant Kiffen Rockwell two. 

Speaking of Sergeant Rockwell, who 
had the honor of bringing down bay 
first victim of the American squadron, 
Captain Thenault said: 

“Rockwell scarcely gave his helper 
time to fill the gasoline reservoir be- 
tween flights. He was always where 
the’ German machines were thickest. 
Over Vaux and Douaumont (in the bat- 
tle of Verdun) he forced many of them 
to land behind their own lines’to es- 
cape him.” 

The Lafayette corps appears from 
this communication to have partici- 
pated in the severest battles of Ver- 
dun and the Somme, contributing 
largely to the security of French avia- 
tors by relentlessly pursuing German 
machines and mastering the air over 
the fields of battle, thus enabling the 
observation pilots to regulate the fire 
of the French artillery. It was the 
Lafayette corps which escorted the 
equadron that bombarded the Mauser 
rifle works at Obendorf, in the course 
of which there were numerous engage- 
ments, three German machines being 
brought down. 

Sergeant Lufbery, with six German 
machines to his credit, is now rated 
among the expert aerial fighters. The 
work. of the Americans, however, can- 
not be measured by the number of ma- 
chines actually credited to them be- 
cause they are often fighting behind 
the German lines and airplanes which 
fall there are not credited in the count.

In fact it is little short of 
marvelous to watch the speed with 
which the various parts which go to- 
ward making up a spick and span 1917 
automobile are manufactured. While

in the new Series 18 Studebaker cars. | 
This part is a difficult one to manu- 
facture, yet many of the operations in 
ite making are the same as those re- | 
quired to manufacture the axle shaft, | 
transmission shaft, propeller and many | 
of the other 2,000 parts that go to make 
the finished Studebaker. 

The steel for the cam shaft comes 
to the factory in bars. This bar is cut 
off by gigantic shears into billets 
about a foot long. The billet is heated 
to a mallable state just as the black- 
smith of old heated the piece of steel 
to make a horseshoe, but the cam shaft, 
instead of being hammered into shape 
on an anvil, is placed on the die of a 
Great steam hammer. 

The die is the shape of the cam 
shaft—the hammer which strikes the 
steel is guided to strike exactly the 
same spot on the die each time. The 
face of the hammer is also cut in the 
Shape of the cam shaft. This reat 
hammer is operated by steam, striking 
it @ smashing blow. In a few strokes 
the billet of steel is elongated and 
shaped roughly into its final form. At 
the same time the blows of the drop- 
forge hammer press the grain of the 
steel together and refine it. After this 
operation the shaft is allowed to cool 
in the air. It is then heated again 
slowly to 1,700 degrees Fahrenheit in 
a furnace, where the heat is electrically 
measured. This heat treatment read- 
justs the grain of the steel after the 
Strains of the drop-forge hammer. 

It then goes through several lathes 
which still further shape it to its final 
form. For this process it is first cut 
to length and centered so that it can 
be turned accurately and the grinding 
machines must be especially made to 
machine the cam surface into a para- 
bolic shape—that is, curved something 
like an egg. After these roughing 
processes the shaft is again turned, in- 
spected and, if it passes muster, pack- 
ed in a heat-treating furnace, where it 
is kept for eleven hours under a tem- 

erature of 1,700 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Inder this heat a chemical substance 
slowly permeates the surface grain of 
the steel and, when the steel is fixed 
by the next heat treatment, makes its 
surface “diamond hard” after that 
treatment. So skillfully has the steel 
expert developed this process that ex-

Please tell me what causes it 
and how to prevent it forming.

Carbon in the cylinder-head is a fre- 
quent cause of trouble and‘it should 
be kept from forming asmuch as pos- 
sible. It may be caused by rich mix- 
ture, excess of oil, poor grade of oil, or 
overheated engine. It is sometimes 
formed from good oil, however, in spite 
of our efforts. To prevent it from ac- 
cumulating, have engine hot and pour 
small quantity of kerosene into each 
cylinder and let stand overnight. Do 
this once a week. The kerosene vapor 
attacks the carbon, forming a powder, 
which burns up or blows out when the 
engine is run. Another way, not so 
good, isto pouralittle water in aux- 
lliary air valve or aid inlet of car- 
buretor with engine running. Some 
use kerosene, which gives a ‘dense 
smoke, due to the burning kerosene, 
but does not have much effect on the 
carbon.

New Birth. 


Rome, April 7.—(Via Paris.)—Few 
persons in Italy were moved more 
deeply by the entrance of America into 
the war than Gabriele d’Annunzio, 
the poet, who is now serving as @ 
captain in the aviation corps. His ¢s- 
timate of the significance of the event 
is expressed in the following message 
which he wrote for the Associated 
Press to the people of America: 

“For the soul of Italy today the 
capitol at Washington has become & 
beacon light.

“Now, the group of stars on the ban- 
ner of the great republic has become 
a constellation of the spring, like the 
Pleiades; a propitious sign to sailors, 
armed and unarmed alike; a spiritual 
token for ali nations fighting a right- 
eous war. I give the salute of Italy, 
of the Roman capital to the capitol at 
Washington; a salute to the people of 
the union who now confirm and seal 
the pledge that liberty shall be pre- 
served. 

“To Italy alone of the allied nations 
the possibility was open of avoiding 
war and remaining a passive spectator.

Italy took up arms gladly, less for 
the reconquest of her heritage than 
things 
which symbolize the grandeur of free- 
dom. She armed herself as today the 
American nation is arming itself, for 
the sake of an ideal. The spontaneous 
action consummated by the people of 
Washington is a glorious sacrifice on 
behalf of the hopes of all mankind. 

“America has achieved a new birth. 
She has molded for herself a new 
heart. This is the miracle wrought by 
a righteous war, the miracle that tn- 
expectedly today we of Italy see per- 
formed beyond an ocean dishonored by 
assassins and thieves. 

“Our war is not destructive. It is 
creative. With all manner of atroci- 
ties, all manner of shameful acts, the 
barbarian has striven to destroy the 
idea which, until this struggle began, 
man had of man. The barbarian mul- 
tiplied on the innocent famous out- 
rages inspired by hate, alternating 
senile imprudence and ®Srutal stupidi- 
ty.

UNITED STATES: APPEALS 
TO AWAKENED RUSSIA 


Washington, April 7.—0Official an- 
nouncement of the entry of the United 
States into the war has been trans- 
mitted to the new Russian govern- 
ment, with an appeal to the awak- 
ened Russia for peace and concord 
within its borders so the newest dem- 
ocracy may “realize the obligation due 
from it to mankind,” in the great 
world struggle to vanquish autocracy. 

The announcement sent by Secre- 
tary Lansing and conveyed by Ambas- 
sador Francis follows: 

“Say to the minister that this coun- 
try arrays itself in opposition to the 
greatest enemy of, and menace to, 
democracy in the world, confident of 
the final victory of those principles of 
liberty and justice upheld by it for 
nearly 150 years and in consecration 
to which by all of the civilized coun- 
tries rests the expectation of universal 
peace. 

“Please also inform the minister 
that the government and people of 
this country are filled with rejoicing 
that the people of the great Russian 
nation have merged with the mighty 
democracies engaged in the struggle 
in opposition to autocracy and desire 
to declare to Russia their honest grat- 
ification that thus a new tie of amity 
is united with those which have so 
long held together the peoples of the 
two nations. 

“It is the ardent hope and anticipa- 
tion of the government of the United 
States that the Russian nation ani- 
mated by these great ideals will real- 
ize more than ever before the obliga- 
tion due from it to mankind and the 
meed for the preservation of internal 
concord so that as a patriotic and 
united country it may Vanquish the 
despotic power which by violence and 
machination menaces the 
which the people of Russia 
claimed.”

In the view of Dr. Peter Bahnsen, 
state veterinarian, the Southern Cat- 
tlemen’s convention, in Atlanta last 
week, brought home forcibly the con- 


viction thatthe: cattle tick, which is 
wasting $12,000,600 worth of resources 
annually, must be .eradicated, and if 
the convention had done nothing more 
than produce this conviction it would 
have been tremendously worth while. 

In reviewing the convention, Dr. 
Bahnsen said: 

“The Southern Cattlemen’s converition has 
passed into history. Only a few days ago 
the various local committees were anxious- 
ly wondering whether this much-heralded 
booster organization of the southern cattle 
industry would live up to the — notices 
that had preceded it. Today they joyously 
asp each other’s hand and exclaim: ‘Great 
ott, what a fine meeting we did have!’ 
“Every phase of the cattle Industry had 
its advocates stoutly defending their indi- 
vidual viewpoint. On one topic, however, 
all agreed. That ts ‘the cattle tick must be 
eradicated before the south can hope to com- 
— we the central west in cattle produc- 

on. 

“Every speaker on the program reiterat- 
ed this great fundamental necessity and 
every time the eradication of the tick was 
mentioned the audience gave stormy applause. 
This unequivocal and emphatic indorsement 
of the work by the pioneers of this, the 
south’s most promising new industry, was 
not an outburst of passionate enthusiasm; 
on the contrary, it was the expression of 
a final conviction based, in many instances, 
on sad and costly experience. 

g Had this convention done nothing else 
it" would have been a great success and of 
material benefit to the state of Georgia. But 
the program literally’ bristled with timely 
and intresting live stock topics. 

“The subjects of pastures and home- 
grown feeds were ably presented by men 
actually engaged in growing tures and 
home-made feeds. Hundreds of wide-awake 
business farmers and cattle growers left 
this convention impressed with the fact 
that in a crisis, such as engulfs us now, 
the growing of cotton in lieu of food crops 
is unbusigiessiike, if not unpatriotic. The 
expression that the safety of our nation 
depended as much on the men in the fur- 
row as on the men in the trenches fell re- 
peatedly from the speakers’ lips; some of 
them paraphrased the same idea by say- 
ing: ‘The nation depends as much on the 
men behind the plow and the men behind 
al cow as it does the men behind the 

“These two great ideas, which were the 
dominating ideas of the convention, should 
receive the most careful consideration of 
every Georgian at this time. 

“The cattle tick is wasting in ‘excess of 
twelve million dollars of our resources gn- 
nually; it is wasting meat, milk ‘and feed 
enough annually to support thousands of 
men, women and children, and that at a 
time when the cost of living literally stag- 
gers the average wage-earner. Every state 
that can be must be self-sustaining in this 
great crisis. Georgia can be seif-sustain- 
ing and it is up to us to make it so. 

Never did public speakers face a more 
determined business aggregation than did 
those who addressed this select body of 
southern cattlemen. And after listenin with 
rapt attention to the addresses for ours, 
they adjourned to the hotel lobby and 
buttonholed each other in eager discussions 
concerning the topits of the day.”

J. Haden into the new administration of H.

But it cannot stand out against the dip- 
ping vat. In the vat it meets its only 
master. 

It is too bad that not every farmer in the 
south looks at this important matter from 
Mr. Sessoms’ viewpoint. But it is only a 
matter of time until all will—when such a 
record as that of Mr. Sessoms’ with twenty- 
two steers will be of common recurrence. 

That will be a better day for Georgia! 


TIME TO KEEP COOL. 


Now that the nation is in a state of war, 
it is to be hoped that American citizens will 
hold a taut rein over their emotions and 
ayid conduct which might bring regret 
upon themselves or embarrassment to the 
country. 

The spirit of patriotism never was more 
intense in this or any other land than it is 
today—which is a source of general and 
national pride; but there is such a thing as 
manifestation of one’s patriotic feelings in 
unseemly fashion, and in a way that might 


cause unpleasant consequences. 


For one thing, every American citizen 
will do well to keep constantly in mind that, 
as President Wilson declared before con- 
gress last Monday night, we are at war with 
the German government—the Hohenzollern 
dynasty—and “have no quarrel with -the 
German people.” 

Great Britain, early in the war, made the 
mistake of visiting its national bitterness 
upon the Germans generally, and either im- 
prisoning or banishing civilian Germans or 
persons bearing Teutonic names. 

We, as a nation and individually, will do 
well to be conservative in this regard, and 
give every German-American citizen, or citi- 


zen of German ancestry, credit for being } 


loyal to the flag under which he is now 
living until, at least, he is proven otherwise. 
Then our courts will be found amply capable 
of dealing with such. 

And it will be found, too, that a great 
many—perhaps the majority—of American 
citizens of either German birth or ancestry 
—while loyal to this country and their adopt- 
ed flag, will probably be seemingly cool and 
quiet about manifesting it. That is only 
natural; for they have left over there their 
blood ties, their traditions, the many, many 
things of sentiment and affection most dear 
to them, that they might come here, frajer- 
nize with us and enjoy the liberties not to 
be enjoyed under a monarchical government. 
We cannot expect such people to overflow 
with patriotic exuberation upon receipt of 
news that their “fatherland” is in distress. 

We've got to be fair to and tolerant of 
such people; because they are people of 
sentiment and sensibilities, and individually 
they are just as good people as we are—in 
fact, America is so cosmopolitan that we all 
are pretty much alike, when it comes right 
down to the humanity of the thing. 

The spirit of national patriotism and loy- 
alty is so intense that the public might as 
well prepare itself for all sorts of “reports” 
and rumors of plots and atrocities, always 
with Germans ‘at the bottom of them. Of 
course, nine-tenths of them very probably 
will be proven mothing more serious than 
some zealot’s nightmare; but unless we hold 
our emotions in check a lot of real mischief 


can be done before the canard is exposed. 


And now that we are in war, and in it 
for all that we are worth, it is to be hoped 
that Mr. Smith and Mr. Schmidt will still 
continue to Vive on happily as next-door 
neighbors, both good American citizens, and 
friends! 


A NOVEL BOMBARDMENT. 


British and French aviators are reported 
to have flown over the Teutonic lines of 
trenches and bombarded the enemy troops, 
not with bombs, as has been the practice 
during the war, but with copies of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s war message, printed’ in 
German. 

This is a form of warfare altogether hu- 
mane, we should say, and one to which even 
the most ardent pacifist could not well 
take exception. 

Copies of such a speech as that dropped 
among the ranks of battle-worn fighting 
men who do not know what they are fight- 
ing for doubtless would do immeasurably 
more good for the cause of liberty and dem- 
ocratic freedom than could ever be accom- 
plished by dropping bombs and explosive 
shells—which maim and kill, while not en- 
lightening. 

The president’s address is notable to 
subjects of a monarchy in that it is an un- 
answerable appeal for democracy and the 
rights of man against autocracy: and for 
that reason the British and French authori- 
ties believed that the Hohenzollern throne 
would prevent its publication in full in Ger- 
many, and its reaching the hands of the men 
at the front. 

These latter, it is believed, are fighting 
in ignorance of the real issue in the war 
and simply in blind obedience and servility 
to the only system of government of which 
they know, or have been allowed ‘to learn.

The retreating Germans didn’t have time 
to destroy all the recently evacuated French

sued on the “successful retreat.” 

Some towns were only partly demolished, 
and in the ashes of their former homes the 
desolated but rejoicing ‘inhabitants cele- 
brated in gala fashion the withdrawal of the 
enemy. 

, Of this celebration a cable dispatch to 
The New York Times said that it was “their 
first Sunday of liberty in two and a half 
years,” and— 

It was a brave showing they made. 
countless French flags fluttered in the 
sunshine from both ruined and half- 
ruined homes, and the women, old men, 
and children who had passed through 
such a long ordeal of captivity strolled 
through the uptorn streets dressed in the 
best clothes they could muster. The un- 
conquerable French genius for dress re- 


vealed itself even in such pathetic bits 
of finery as the women could find. 


They did not see in it a celebration amid 
the rags and ruins of War, but of Liberty, 
where they would feel no more the hand of 
the Oppressor. 

These were the “war-villages,” from 
which many of the inhabitants had been 
driven—men, women and little children—by 
the wolves of war, to endure cold, hunger 
and death; these the little towns whose cap- 
ture was blazoned as a triumph in the war 
bulletins. 

Is it any wonder the people should cele- 
brate their deliverance from thralldom—that 
they shoulc forget their sufferings in the 
sackcloth and ashes of War and thank God 
for one glimpse of the liberty of life? 

They did not celebrate alone: the spirit 
of the liberty-loving world was with them in 
their day of rejoicing, as it has been with 
them, steadfast in the day of their sorrow, 
with hands of Help that reached across 
the sea. 

And there will be other stricken but 
redeemed towns to echo their rejoicing: The 
faith of the people is that the living Light 
is breaking. everywhere, and breaking fast.

Year Finds Entry 


Of Christians Into Jerusalem Imminent 


‘Christians, Jews and Mohammedans All View With 


. Special Interest the Progress of War 
in Bible Lands. 


(From the Ellis Religious Service.) 

Not since the days of the Crusades has 
there been go dramatic an Easter Sunday in 
the Holy Land as this year. With a British 
army at the gates of Jerusalem, the fall of 
the City of David from the control of the 
Moslems seems inevitable. 

Now there is to be fulfilled the fear of the 
disciples of the Prophet, that the long-sealed 
“golden gate” in the eastern wall of the city 
—the site of the Triumphal Entry of Jesus— 
will be forced open, and the rule of Jeru- 
salem pass from the power of Islam. 

Consider the general situation. Back of 
all military strategy in the present war, 
certain great religious considerations are at 
work, to determine the final outcome, In 
the distribution jot the prizes of victory, if 
the allies win, there will ensue a great re- 
ligious struggle. : 

Up to date, the first great victories of the 
allies haye come within the confines of what 
may famillarly be designated as Bible lands. 
This territory makes a greater sentimental 
appeal to the race than all the rest of the 
earth beside. Therefore, the victories in 
Mesopotamia and Palestine have had especial 
influence upon the imaginations of the peo- 
ples of the three great monotheistic faiths— 
Judaism, Christianity and Mohammedanism. 
All of them trace their origin to the regions 
which have recently been figuring in the 
news dispatches. Leaders of aff these three 
religions are speculating and planning con- 
cerning the advantages to be derived at the 
conclusion of the conflict. 

Following the Kaiser's Lead. 

Emperor William, with his alert imagina- 
tion, was the first of modern rulers to take 
eteps to capitalize the world’s sentimental 
interest in the holy places. Toward the close 
of the last century, when he made his mem- 
orable visit to Palestine, he began to lay 
definite plans for the conquest of Syria. Ger- 
man hotela were established at all of the 
ports and in most of the places frequented by 
tourists. German colonies were encouraged 


at Jaffa, Haifa, Safed and Jerusalem. At 
this time the eince-consummated alliance of 


-| Germany and Turkey had its inception. 


It is known that the kaiser’s daring plan 
comprehended an alliance, amounting almost 
to a merger, of Islam and Christianity, for 
the subjugation of the pagan nations of Asia. 
Therefore the proclamation of a “holy war,” 
by the Turks, to further the Teutonic pur- 
poses, seems not as strange as it otherwise 
would. ) 

So Britain was but taking a leaf out of 
the German book when she plotted for the 
defection of the Arabs from Turkish rule on 
religious grounds. Incidentally, Great Brit- 
ain solved an old and vexing problem when 
she causea the Arabs of the Hejaz, the holy 
province, where Mohammed was born, and 
which he decreed should be a place of pil- 
grimage for the faithful throughout all time, 
to revolt from the sultan as their caliph, and 
substitute for him the Grand Shereef of Mec- 
ca, who is the keeper of the Kaaba, toward 
which all Moslems pray daily. This was done 
on the ground that the Shereef of Mecca is 
of the blood of the Prophet, as the law re- 
quires the caliph to be, whereas the sultan 
of Turkey has not a drop of the blood of 
the tribe of Koreish in his veins. 

Since Britain rules more Mohammedans 
than any other nation, it was of importance 
to her to sever the tie that bound these people 
to Turkey. Now an idependent Arab kingdom 
has been set up, under British tutelage, and 
it has asked the United States for recogni- 
tion. This draws Turkey's teeth forever, 
even if there should be a Turkey left after 
the war. Mecca henceforth will be under 
the British wing. Instead “of being the 
world’s most famous plague spot, and the 
most intoletant region on earth, which no 
Christian. may approach, at peril of his life, 
Mecca .will probably become sanitary, and 
safe even for a Christian. ) 

Whe Will Get Jerusalem? 

No more delicate or difficult or interesting 
question appears on the horizon for settle- 
ment after the war than the disposition of 
Jerusalem and Palestine. That the British 
expedition from Suez will capture the city 


seems a foregone conclusion. Even the fate. 


of Constantinople is less of a problem. . 
At first blush, Americans would say that 

the Jews should get back the land of their 

fathers. Powerful forces are at work to that

estine or not is a moot question. That aside, 
what_of the Cristian claims upon it? This is 
the spiritual home of all Christians; and the 
eastern churches make a great deal of the 
shrines and of pilgrimage. Russia, revolu- 
tionized but still religious, will have to be 
reckoned with before the land of Jesus can 
go into the power of the Jews. Then there 
are the present inhabitants of the: land; are 
they to be ousted from consideration, despite 
all recent zeal for the rights of small nations? 

As the case now stands, it is generally be- 
lieved, in quarters well informed upon the 
affairs of the Near East, that France is to 
have a controlling interest in Syrta after the 
war, just_as Britain is to be dominant in 
Arabia and Mesopotamia. On the other hand, 
there are many who advocate an autonomous 
government for Syria, under control of the 
powers. Then, by democratic procedure, the 
Jews could come into just as much control’‘as 
their votes and their property entitled 
them to. 

What will become of the mosque of Oman 
on the site of the Jewish temple? It is now 
a Moslem holy placa for Jerusalem is a 
sacred city to the Moslems, also. This one 
site aside—for the Jews may be able to claim 
it—the other scenes associated with Biblical 
history would remain as they are. No politi- 
cal overlordship would carry with it dispos- 
session of those religious bodies which now 
retain those places of sentimental interest. 
The holy sepulchre is actually, as for centu- 
ries past, in the hands of Christians—though 
Turkish soldiers have been kept on guard to 
keep the rival sectarians from quarreling: 

America to Have a Voice. 

No secret is made of the fact that the 
allies desire America to have a voice in the 
final disposition of Turkey. Not that America 
seeks, or would accept any territorial rights, 
but this country has a tremendous stake in 
the future of Turkey. American missions 
have been at work there for well nigh a cen- 
tury. The actual and sentimental invest- 
ments of this nation in Turkey are probably 
greater than those of any other, not eve 
excepting Germany. ! 

As an interested, and yet disinterested, 
party to the negotiations, America is counted 
upon to wield a powerful influence. Her 
weight is expected to be applied to the com- 
plete dismemberment of the old Ottoman em- 
pire, which for centuries has stood for oppres- 
sion, cruelty, retrogression and all, things 
inimical to the advancement of civilization. 
The Armenian atrocities have been the crown- 
ing act of Turkish barbarism, and have com- 
pletely alienated American sympathy, and 
quickened the resolution that such a crime 
shall be made hereafter impossible, 

Under the plans which it is known some 
British statesmen entertain, the Turkish 
people themselves, who are only a minority of 
their country’s population, will be permitted 
to work out a national life and destiny in 
central Asia Minor, with a capital at Konia, 
which is the Apostle Paul's old city of 
Iconium. 

The Armenians who survive are expected 
to find again their ancient national life by 
some sort of autonomous arrangement with 
Russia. One difficulty here is that there is 
no vilayet in the Ottoman empire wherein the 
Armenians are in a majority of the popula- 
tion. It will need all the wisdom of that 
small group of Americans who, perhaps bet- 
ter than any other persons on earth, know 
the Turkish nation and its land, to work out 
a solution of the Ottoman question that’ wil! 
do justice to all concerned. 


Old Religious Rivalries. 


Protestant Christians are scarcely a con- 
siderable factor in working out these relig- 
jous questions in Turkey, for there are so 
few of them in the land. But the Latina as 
the Roman Catholics are called locally, and 
the Greeks, as the members of the Holy Or- 
thodox church are designated, have long been 
in rivalry over the holy places. This cleay- 
age is far from beipg healed. It is compli- 
cated by the claims of the Gregorians and 
smaller Christian sects. All of these are 
united only in a common antagonism to Islam. 

Now to bring about peace in the land of 
peace, and according to the Christmas pro- 
gram of creating good will among men, is a 
task to tax the resources of both religion and 
statesmanship, Meanwhile, Syria will con- 
tinue to be, as for centuries past, a scene of 
absorbing religious interest to followers of 
ali the monotheistic faiths.

school children in home and schoo! gar- 
den work during the school year of 
1915-16, and to give some of the plans 
well under way for much larger re- 
suits in the future. 

Gardening was introduced into our 
curriculum during the fall of 1914. The 
work was done by the children under 
the direction of the regular grade 
teachers, many of whom were garden- 
img for the first time. Our teachers 
entered into this ‘new phase of school 
work with great enthusiasm, for they 

-had heard of wonderful! things done 

by children of neighboring cities. Re- 

rts told of the benefit to the chil- 
dren in stronger bodies, greater self- 
reliance, more industrious habits, and 
better conduct in the  schoolroom. 
With special money appropriation 
for the work and no supervision, our

teachers went to work to do what oth- nad 


ere had done. 

The beginning was made by our lit- 
tle children, who became very enthu- 
Siastic over sand-table and window- 
box gardening. Seeds were sprouted on 

the sand table and when _ possible, 
transplanted to garden beds. Model 
farms with house, barn, chickens, cat- 
tle, garden, orchard and field were 
made with scissors, ruler and construc- 
tion paper. There was a beautiful

mumber and construction work. 


Lettuce and Tomatoes. 


Lettuce, tomatoes and peppers were 
sown in hundreds of boxes in sunny 
schoolroom windows and when  Ilarge 
enough, transplanted to garden plots. 
in basement windows, radishes and 
lettuce were grown and sold directly 
from schoc!. Where there was avail- 
able space, school gardens were laid 
off and assigned to children for culti- 
vation. 

Some of our schools have been doing 
landscape gardening. The school 

rounds have been beautified by plant- 
ne lilacs, snowbalis, crepe myrtlea, 
crabappies, dogwoods, wild cherries, 
maples, mulberries and other shrubs 
and trees, besides making beds and

In 
One of our schools, the five windows of 
the kitchen give light and air to box 
Wardens on the broad sills.

(At the Rialte.) 

Dr. John W. Ruskin, explorer and ' 
naturalist, whose animal pictures 
Pleased large audiences last season 
throughout the country, has returned 
to this country again with a series of 
wonderful motion pictures of the land 
of eternal ice and snow, and will be 
the attraction at Jake Wells’ Rialto all 
this week, with performances at 2:30, 
4:00, 7:30 and 9 p. m. 

Dr. Ruskin was a member of the Har- 
ry Whitney expedition into northern 

reenland in 1907 and 1912. He was 
in the far north when Mr. Whitney 
found Dr. Frederick A. Cook crawling 
over the ice on his hands and knees, 
and is a strong ag oe ge of Dr. Cook’s 
claims. Havi ived the life of an 
Eskimo himself, Dr. Ruskin's lectures 
which accompany the pictures, are said 
to be the most interesting and compre- 
hensive on the subject ever given be- 
fore lic. 

Dr. Ruskin’s third expedition into 
the Arctic was instigated by himself 
for the express purpose of attempting 
to rescue his friend, Dr. Tanquarry, 
who was lom from the McMillan expe- 
dition, and of whom no word has ever 
been heard. Upon arriving at Point 
Barrow, the northernmost point of land 
of the American continent, Dr. Ruskin 
divided his party into three teams, each 
starting in a different direction. In 
this manner the three teams searched 
the ice and snow workin eighteen 
hours a day, for three monthe, but not 
the slightest trace of Dr. Tanquarry 
rewarded their efforts. 

But while the search for Dr. Tan- 
quarry was unsuccessful, Dr. Ruskin, 
with his little specially chartered ship 
“King and Wing.” was the sole means 
of rescuing the stranded eight surviv- 
ors of the Stefannson party from the 
bleak and barren Wrangle Island, and | 
who were long given up as dead.

The 
refusal of the bishop to ordain us was 
sustained by the conference, and when | 
we asked the bishop what we should 
do in the case, he suggested that we 
withdraw from the church and make 
application te the Methodist Protestant 
church for ordination, and I took his 
advice. I was received in that body 
and ordained as an elder at Tarrytown, 
N. Y., in October, 1880. I joined the 
New York conference of the Methodist 
Protestant church, (of which I am still 
a member), and continued to preach in 
my parish on Cape Cod until 1896, in 
the meantime spending three years in 
the slums of Boston as a physician 
among the poor, studying conditions 
there. The result of my investigations 
made me feel that the conditions were 
hopeless and that women were power- 
less to change or benefit them until 
they were possessed of political power. 
So I gave up the ministry, gh

S THE “back to the soil” 
movement prompted by 
sentiment or by hygiene? 
Is it the call of the old 
homestead or of health 
that is producing the 
great drift of city people 
to the country? 

In my opinion, it is neither of these rea- 
sons in the main in- 

stance. It is nothing 

so much as economics. 

Urban dwellers are 

realizing that the farm 

of today in comfort, in 

proximity to the city 

and in financial return 

is a vastly different 

thing from the farm 

of a generation ago. 

The farmer now 

has an automobile and 

good roads to spin 

over, acetylene or elec- 

tric lights in his house 

and tractor engines in 

his fields. The labor 

problem is also largely 
solved, one man with 

a tractor being able to 

plow around thirty 
acres in the same 
time that fifty years 
ago with oxen he 
could plow one acre. 

When the habit of 

the country boy was 
to leave the farm, 
when it was never the custom to 
talk about “going back to the soil,” 
work was harder, houses were 

celder, roads were muddier and the 

farm was an isolated place. 

Now the farm is attractive. Good 

reads have set the standards higher, 
so that the average farmer of today 
lives on a better scale than any 
other worker of similar income and 
on a much higher basis than his 
father. 

Automobiles and rural free de- 

livery. have remade living condi- 
tions. The motor car has put the 
farmer and his family in closer 
teuch with the city, its clothing 
styles, its luxuries and its theaters. 

Hrgh prices for farm products have 
mede this change. Look for a moment at 

‘the comparative prices of 1896 and 1917: 


electric irons, everything that 
the city womanghas. 

Fifty per cent of the 
former hardships have been 
lifted from the shoulders of 
farmers’ wives. Their health 
is better today than ever be- 
fore. Physically they do not 
crow as weary as in the day 
when machinery did not turn 
the wringer, milk the caws and churn the 
cream. In going the loneliness and priva- 
tion has decreased the proportion of in- 
sainty among farm women. 

Once the number of women who lost 
their minds in the monotony of farin ex- 
istence was appalling. It was partly due 
to overwork, partly to lack of care of their 
health, partly to the gredt distance lying 
between them and physicians. Statistics 
showing the deaths of women in ehild-

birth ‘prove that the majority were farm 
women, isolated from the world of science 
and attention, forced to go through the 
crisis with amateur and unskilled aid. 

Think of the routine of the farmer's 
wife a generation ago and compare it with 
the labor-saving devices and the pleasures 
she has today. If she went ten miles in 
those days to the county seat to shop she 
took the day for the trip, riding high on 
the hard, jolting seat of the farm wagon. 
The horses pulled their way through mud 
hub deep on the wagon. Today she can 
be through her work by noon, run out the 
automobile and spin across the good roads, 
making the ten miles in half an hour 
easily. 
for a pleasure spin in the evening, dodging 
the oppressive dry heat. 

There can be no doubt the improve- 
ment in the farm woman’s condition has 
been responsible for a great part of the 

“back to the soil’ 
movement. ‘ 

In two years the 
total value of farm 
products has _ in- 
creased $3,100,000,000, 
or one-third of the 
whole. 

While farm hands 
charge more than 
they did a generation 
or even two years 
ago for their services, 
the farmer has not 
suffered severely in 
this connection, for 
by the use of im- 
proved machinery he 
is able to do the most 
of his work himself. 
A farmer today can 
do 80 to 90 per cent 
of his work. He is 
safer from labor 
troubles than any 
class ‘of wage-earn- 
ing or salaried men. 

This marked im- 
provement in the 

financial standing of the farmer 
and this desire of the city man to 
get out on a farm has not in either 
instance done much to decrease the 
cost of living, for the urbanite who 
comes out to farm comes with the 
idea of leaping immediately into 
the ease and comfort of farm life 
without binding himself to any of 
the discomforts of the pioneer. 

If we were willing today to go 
into the virgin lands and-to begin 
life as our fathers and grandfathers 
did, the high cost of living would 
be cut not only for us but for the 
community at-large. But we want 
all the pleasures of farming, we 
want the automobiles, the good 

roads, the electric lights. The man who 
comes “back to the soil” comes expecting 
to be a gentleman farmer, and if he has 
the money to afford it who are we to ob- 
ject? 

City men who are planning to become 
good farmers should start small and be 
reconciled to hard work. The rich man 
who wants a country estate represents an- 
other and an entirely different problem. 
The common man who wants to change 
from a job in the city to a job in the coun-

The rate of in- 
crease in hog prices is 
representative of why 
the farmer today is so 
much better off than 
the farmer of twenty years ago. On Jan. 
1,,1896, hogs sold at 314 cents a pound. A 
huge hcg weighing 500 pounds brought his 
owner $17.50 in the market. 

On Jan. 1, 1914, and in those months 
preceding the war hogs sold at 9% cents 
a pound. In comparison with the 1896 
prices it would take a hog weighing 190 
pounds to be worth $17.50. 

Consider wheat in the same ratio. In 
1896 a shock of wheat was worth only 72 
cents. In 1914 it was worth 90 cents,:or, in 
other words, a shock one-fifth smaler than 
the 1896 shock would be worth 72 cents. 
Today it would be worth $1.50. A shock 
worth 72 cents would be less than one- 
half the size of the original 1896 shock. 

Another striking example of the great 
change is illustrated by the fact that in 1896 
a farmer could sell 400 bushels of corn and 
buy with the proceeds a good buggy and a 
set of double buggy harness, while in 1917 
he could sell 400 bushels of corn and buy 
a good medium-priced automobile. 

Considering the average farmer's in- 
come, we find in the government estimate 
that he earns $600.

ises to increase this $600 to a considerable 
extent. 

It must be remembered that this aver- 
age is made up from all farm statistics. 
The barren farms. of .the hillsides, the 
scrawny sections which the fertile middle 
West does not see, drag the average down. 

The actual figures for last year give a 
hint of what they may be next year, for 
1916 was not an exceptional year in acre 
yield, but it was the banner year in worth. 
The yield was not tremendous in compari- 
son with other years, but the prices were 
very high. So long as the European war 
goes on there is small chance of there 
being any decrease in the value of farm 
products, hence we.are safe in saying that 
1917 will eclipse 1916, and the crops then 
were 30.5 per cent higher than they were 
in 1915. The farm incomes increased in 
a larger degree than did the prices of 
things. which were bought: by farmers. 
The per cent increase of the value of live

stock for 1916 was 11 per cent greater than 
in 1915. 

In the figures regarding live stock there 
is something more vitally” interesting to 


average for the last eight years. Except 
for the years 1911 and 1915.there has been 
a slight decrease in number of sheep on 
our farms each year. In 1916 our flocks 
decreased three-tenths of 1 per cent, not 
surprising with the high price of mutton. 

During the last eight years the nation 
has been gradually increasing its holdings 
of live stock. This year shows anywhere 
from 2 to 7.4 per cent more than the aver- 
age for the last eight-years. The bulk of 
the inerease has taken place during the 
last four years. ‘Dairy cattle have in-- 
creased each of the last four years, while 
all other, kinds of- cattle have shown an 
increase each of the last three years. In 
the last twenty years there has been a 25 
per cent increase in the number of. cattle 
and a 50 per cent increase in the number 
of hogs. 

Horses have decreased only two-tenths 
of 1 per cent each of the last two years, 
and this in spite of the great horse de- 

eae mands made by the 
allies, and in spite of 
the millions of auto- 
mobiles, tractors and 
light trucks that have 
gone upon the farm. 
The number of 
breeding hogs left on 
the farm is almost the 
same as it was last 
year, and there has 
been only a slight de- 
crease over § that 
period in spite of the 
haste that farmers 
made to rush their 
pigs off to market to 
catch the high prices. 
The demand for live 
steck promises to be 
as high in 1917: as. in 
1916, and higher in all probability. How- 
ever, the nation is breeding live stock 
more strongly than ever to supply this de- 
mand, and the year looks like a record. . 
breaker in prospect. 

City rents are going up. No partice- 
lar relief is. in sight for the purchaser 
of groceries, of fuel, ete. This is a tre 
mendous incentive to become a farmer, or 
at least a suburbanite. ; 

Add to this economic reason the prompt- 
ings of a desire for better health and you 
have an explanation of why this “back to 
the soil” movement is so widespread. 

Right and left on all sides now agencies 
are working for the improved hygienic con- 
ditions of the race. Health bureaus of big 
cities, national organizations, newspapers 
are preaching on how we can live longer. 
The evils which cities thrast upon their 
citizens have been held up remorselessly. 
Scores of writers and physicians over the 
country are warning us that we are becom- 
ing a nerve-wracked people, victims of the 
strenuous life. Nature is the panacea ad- 
vocated, and many who have gone back te

HAVE been asked to write a few 
simple articles on golf as a game 
for women, not for those who al- 
ready understand it but for such 
as know nothing of it but may 
become interested. 
PCE: It has ‘been explained to me 
that the desire of the editor is to 
proclaim as widely as possible the character of this 
game, because it cannot be too well known how bene- 
ficial and pleasant an exercise it is for women. 

This is an appeal to which I have felt bound to 
accede. The game has gradually grown more and 
more popular, partly, no doubt, on account of the 
existing conditions in Europe, which prevent the 
usual outpouring of American tourists, and partly 
because of its own merits and attractions. This 
popularity is likely to increase as its value is better 
understood, and I shall be glad to help the good 
work by any influence I may have. 

For those who have never had the pleasure of 
walking over-a golf course, who know nothing of the 
game, and who are still under the misapprehension 
that golf is a stupid game because one “knocks a 
little white ball out of sight and then chases after 
it.” I will begin at the bottom and then give a gen- 
eral description of the most pronounced features of 
a course or links. 

All golf courses are pleasant to behold, but some 
have points.of exceptional beauty, such as small 
lakes, streams and thickly wooded sections. 

The site for a golf course is not, as some people 
may suppose, a piece of land utilized for the game 
merely because it is good for nothing else. It is 
chosen rather because it has certain necessary fea- 
tures. and because in many cases the surrounding 
country is beautiful to-look at. 

As a rule, land is chosen partly on account of the 


way it rolls, or undulates, and, with perhaps the ex- 
ception of some of the Florida courses and some 
others I have never seen, I expect I am fairly safe 
in saying that they are all more or less hilly, even 
including such as lie along the seashore among the 
sand dunes. The 
world’s most famous 
courses, at St. An- 
drews in Scotland, the 
old center of this 
“royal and ancient 
game,” have their bits 
of rolling ground. 
One I remember of 
this character was the 
course at Ludin Links 
in Fifeshire, Scotland, 
where when too young 
to play the game I 
paddied in the. sea 
which bordered it on 
one side. It is at least 
always to be desired 
that the land should 
not be flat and unin- 
teresting. The tract 
must be large enough 
to be capable of subdi- 
vision into at least 
nine, but better into 
eighteen, sections 
kpown as holes, each 
from about 110 yards 
to 550 yards in length. 
It is a matter of 
no small difficulty and 
often the work of spe-

course that the players shall never cross one an- 
other (a flying golf ball being a dangerous ac- 
quaintance) and so that at the same time the 
course shall have a preper mixture of short 
and long holes, shall take advantage of the nat- 
ural lie of the land and shall not waste space. 
The holes, therefore, may run parallel or at right 
angles or have some other relationship, but the 
land must be used wisely and economically, while 
the first and the tenth tees and the ninth and 
the eighteeenth putting greens should be close to the 
clubhouse.

After the architect has completed his outline of 


the course and the grass has been planted.and ob- 
structing trees, etc., removed so as to provide holes 
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clear of all obstacles (excepting those 
left on purpose)*and time enough has 
been given for the grass to have 
sprung up with good hold, we have a 
golf links in its infancy. The level 
of the surface we now notice to be in- 
terrupted here and there by. gaping 
holes, pits perhaps fifty feet long by 
ten wide and three deep, lined at the 
bottom with fine sand. 
These “traps” and certain small 
hills.or mounds are all placed in cal- 
culated positions. They are intended to act as 
penalties for imperfect playing and are easier to 
enter than to leave. f 
Only the middle of the course is kept smooth and 
comfortable to play from. The rest is the “rough.” 
If a ball is short-or “pulled” or “hooked’’ to the 
player’s left or “sliced” to his right it is sure to 


enter the rough, even if it escapes a sadder fate in a 


“hazard,” which is the general name given to all 
the trouble which the course affords—mounds, traps, 
lakes, rivers, ditches, etc. 


Smooth Turf 
Where the Battle Is Settled. 
At the far end of each hole we observe an elegant 


piece of turf anywhere from twenty to forty yards 
across. ‘This is where the battle of each hole is set- 


tled. The grass here is of the finest that can be 


grown, and is so soft and smooth that from a short 

distance it gives the appearance of green velvet, 

though its condition varies with climate, season and 
upkeep. 

Northern greens differ considerably from those 

of the South. Bermuda is the only grass which 

flourishes in the long summers of the 

South, and as it is coarse and stiff 

and stubbly in’ texture a southern 

green is not nearly so “fast” as those, 

for instance, in the vicinities of New 


York or Boston, where the -velvety 


appearance is much’ mofe noticeable. 

Players visiting one section from 

another are, therefore, naturally at a 

disadvantage on the greens until they 

have become accustomed to the differ- 

ence in their speed, for a blow with 

a putter which would cause a ball to ile close by the 

hole cut in Bermuda. would send it.far past it upon 
the lawn grass of the North. 


Here in order to avoid confusion it may be well 
to state that the “green” and the “fair green” are not 
one and the same thing. The “fair green” includes 
all those portions of the course upon which a ball 
should lie when well played, and is, therefore, well 
tended, unlike the “rough.” where the long grass is 
retained as a penalty. The “greens” proper are the 
putting greens. The. greens themselves are never 
allowed.in summer to lose their vivid coloring. They 
are nourished and tended with the utmost care. 
They are well soaked with water at least once a 
day, and at least once daily clipped with a machine 
which shaves them much closer than the ordinary 
grass cutter. 


The greens are by’ no means always level; they 


may slope or undulate, ' 


but they should’ al- 
ways be smooth. Only 
one sudden depression 
is allowed, and that is 
the object of the whole

It will be 
noticed that nearly every green is “guarded” by a 
series of traps which may nearly surround it, leay- 
ing free entry only over a portion of the ground. 
These are so placed in order to force the player to 
play his ball “dead” upon the green without roll 
enough to cary it over a trap, while it is played with 
énough “distance” to reach the green.

It 
may affect the reputation of the players; because 
when al] courses are made of about one length and 
approaching one another in difficulty, each in its own 
class, hard, easy or middling, and seeing that the 
records of the players are kept and used for the local 
or national classification for the purpose of handi- - 
capping, a course improperly measured or trapped 
may give those who play upon it an unfair position 
in their state or in the annuals of the United States 
Golf Association. 

And now I believe I have given the novice a fair 
idea of what a good golf course is and of what it 
means to the player. I wish I could paint fits 
charms in words twice as powerful as those I have 
used, for to my mind there is no exercise more use- 


ful and no environment more happy for women than 


that afforded by golf.
